Thomas Kile vs. J.G. Jobnson. New trial, 
from Fulton Superior Court. 
WARNER, U. J. 

This was an action brought by the plain- 
tiff against the defendant, to recover the 
value of a note given by the defendant to the 
plaintiff for tobacco, dated 12th June, 1864, 
and also, containing a count in the declara- 
tion for the value of the tobacco. On the 
trial of the case, the jury found a verdict for 
the plaintiff. A motion was made for a new 
trial on the several grounds set forth in the 
record, which was overruled, and the defend- 
ant excepted. There was no error in admit- 
ting the note in evidence to the jury, it had a 
revenue stamp on it, as reqnired by the 
United States revenue law, for the value of 
which the plaintiff estimated it to be worth. 
There was no, error in admitting evidence 
going to show that the plaintiff was entitled 
to recover for the note and the tobacco, more 
than one hundred dollars. It is true that the 
ee stated that he valued the note at one 

undred dollars when he put a revenue stamp 
On it, but that was a circumstance to be con- 
sidered by the jury in connection with 
the other evidence in the case, it was 
not conclusive as to his right to 
recover more. than that amount 
This was a Confederate contract, and it was 
the province of the jury to adjust the equi- 
thalcasn, whieh, ks ots Judghoenh thay have 
case, W our ju t, they have 
fairly done under the law applicable to such 
contracts. Whether the seven-thirty notes 
or bonds were received by the plaintiff in pay- 
ment of the tobacco or only as colla se- 
curity, the evidence is confi:cting.

House with the determination to take it when 
the negroes opened fire, and Captain Hardee 
rat was shot in the bowels, it is feared fatally!

It is reported 
that eighty or an hundred negroes were killed, 
and there were none to be found for miles 
around.
